OnOAOO, Jvlj la.— Thirty-aix honri 
•fter flM ooetttreBM of tlM cMlamlty 

which shrouded the handitonie wbitc 
city in gloom, the most conservatlTe es- 
timates of ths number of killed ihrinki 
tiightjllfi . The dead nrc nuw known to 
be 12, wl^Ie two Bufferors are lying in 
the emergency hospital gasping away 
the few hovaa of life wUch are yet al- 
lotted them. 

Tho iiniul)€red dead include those 
who died in the hosjjital from their in 
juries and the unfortunates whose 
ohMxed and blackened trunks were 
ttkn from the mass of debris now 
' Mofclni the space near the Sixty 
TOiRhstreet enttance whare once stood 
a handsomely whitcwfwhed structure. 
The unknown dead will probOibly never 
be known, but efforts will be made by 
the aid of powerful machinery to lift 
the net work of freezing pipes allowin 
the firemen to delve still deeper for the 
remains which it is conceded by ali are 
certainly wedf?ed below.

The four CJolumbian guards who were 
reported in the list of niis.-iing. have 
been heard from. John Miillery, H. V. 
Brown, G. E. Irvine and Cliiirlcs Fech- 
ter have reported to Captain Smith. 
They were ordered to report to a dif 
teent captain, bnt in eoma mannar the 
order miscarried and as the gnards did 
not report at theconii)auyheud(iu!irtt r.s 
to which thev hadljeen ordered, itwas, of

At daylight .\Ittrsli,il King and 20 
laborers' were at wni k on the ruins 
They ii.'^ed their iiniileinenrs well and 
by 7 o'clock three Ixidies were ret'uvered 
from ti.e ruins but tliey were ho badly 
charred and dinfignred us to makt 
recognition absolutely imi>os8ible, 
One thing seemed quite evident, how 
ever, and that is. that the bodies dis 
covered are not the remains of firemen. 
The locality in which they were found 
seems to prVclude this possibility. All 
the firemen who lost their lives were 
huddled in tfie dreadful firetrai) at the 
top of the shaft and as thev fell vic- 
tims, one by one, to the flames, their 
bodies fell somewhere within the small 
circles surruuiidiuK the smokestack 
The last bodies recovereil were evident 
ly not the remains of any who jumped 
or fell frouj the tower because they 
were found at a somewhat remote dis 
tance from this point and under a mass 
of steam pil>«- "if^ machinery that 
must have fallen from alwive. 

That gives color to the fsarful appre 
hension that the firemen were by no 
means the only ones who fell victims to 
the flames, and the j)ublic is disposed to 
doubt the dcfclaralions that employes 
and visitors were out of the building 
before the conflagration had reached a 
dangerous stage. The search work 
went on with but one short intermis 
Bion until 10 minutes past 4. when one 
more body was brought to the surface. 
Like the others it was charred l>eyond 
recognition. The only remnant of 
clothing left was a patch of linen the 
size of a hand, which clung to thesmall 
of the bac k of the victim. The body 
was taken to Kolston's morgue, where 
it added one to the death colony. 

At 5 o'clock the picks of the work- 
men let light in on another body. It 
was found just under the edge of the 
network of piiMS, and wfis extricated 
with difficulty. Tlieb. dy whs broiled 
•11 to pieces, and h« ideiitihcation wem 
ont of the ciuestion, it was taken to the 
morgue. This makes the total numl)er 
of bodies recovered 12. 

There are reports yet to be heard to 
the effect tlmt Henry Geduldig, fore- 
man of the painters in th« cold storage 
building is missing, together with a 
carpenter, John Oamiibell, but many 
others who were thouglit to have been 
lost have turned up, and it is presumed 
that these men have escapetl. 

Marshid Murphy is convinced that 
there are more bodies in the ruins. He 
said: ".Wahavs accounted for the fire- 



men and a lineman. »ut what of those 
carpenters and painters? The joint 
was full of men when I went'up there 
and 1 noticed particularly two men car- 
ning little blast stoves rsed in solder- 
They, as was the case with the carpen- 
ters, died not realize the extent or the 
danger, and were standing around." 

In regard to the reports he had made 
on the unsafe condition of the building, 
the chief said guardedly: "I corre- 
sponded in my official capacity only 
with Mr. Burnham, director of works, 
I have sent three letters in regard to 
the condition of the building and have 
reportisd to him after each of the four 
fires, and recommended that s<mie^^g 
be done at once to pTannta rMWNBce 
oftheaSair." * 

OoronT MvMUaatlnK. 
Sad scenes were witnasMdat Rolston's 

Hyde Park morgue where Coroner Kc- 
Hale and Deputy Kelly empanelled ■ 
jury to sit in tne inquestover the bodies 
of the victims of the cold storage fire. 
Eleven holies had been brought to the 
morgue. From the fearful condition 
in which the bodies were charred and 
burned identification was almost im- 
possible. In only a few cases was the 
identity ol tha remains placed beyond 
doubt. 

After some delay the jury was em 

Sanelled by ('oroner McHale and taken 
own to the basement of the morgue to 
view the remains. After inspecting the 
charred remains the coroner and jury 
drove to the Kenny s mi^rgue at b'li 
State street, where the remains of Cai>- 
tain .laiuv R Fitzpatrick had been taker 
from the world's fair hospital. Aft^T 
returning from this place to Rolston's 
morgue, Coroner McHale decided to 
adjourn the inquest until Thursday 
next 

"1 want to liave time to prepare for a 
tliorniKh investigation. This isaseri- 
ou. -matter, audi shall call upon Mr. 
lJurn'p.im and Chief Sweenie to be in 
at ten lance for examination. The plans 
of construction of the cold storage 
warehouse will Ije brought hefort me. 
It is rumored that two sets of plans are 
in existence. The first set, it is said, 
provided for a tower of steel lattice 
work for the warehouse, and these were 
adopted. Subsequently a new set wa? 
jirepared in which wood was snbsi- 
tuted for the steel, and from these the 
structure was put up. I dout know 
how much truth there is in tha raport, 
Init I prf)i)ose to find out. Another 
reason that a postponement is neces- 
sary, is that more bodies may be 
lirouf,'ht. 1 am informed that some yet 
remuiu in the debris of the building."

Chicago, July 12.— The ass wti on it 

general that the world's fair manage- 
ment U not wholly without blame foi 

the disaster. Time and time again, it 
is said, word was sent to the council ol 
administration of the danuerous condi- 
tion of the cold (-tora,i;e warehouse, but 
they paid no heed to it. A few weeks' 
ago the world's fair officials issued an 
order with<lrawing tlie guarcls on duty 
there, as the company oi>erating the 
warehouse refused to pay lor them. 
Colonel Kic-e objected strenuously to this 
move, and w»'nt to the council of ad- 
ministratitin and told t)iat body tlie 
building was a fir> trap and that it 
should not be left unprotected. 

"The i-ouiicil, it is alleged, paid no 
heed to tile warning, hue went ahead 
and withdrew the guards. Then Mar- 
shal Murphy made a full report of tlie 
dangerous manner in whicli the struc- 
ture was built. He told them how it 
endangered the world's fair buildings. 
If a fire sIiomM break out in liie ware- 
house, with >tr. h:; west or south wind, 
it was liable to sweep over the entire 
white cit>'. This undoubtedly would 
ha\'e Ijeen tlie l a.-e had the wind not 
been from the northeast. Less than 
1(10 feet east of the warehouse stands 
the building of tiie Pennsylvania rail- 
rt)ad. Close l)esiile this Is the Wauke- 
sha buildiii;,', and adjoining that is tlit 
railway shed and the terminal station. 
To the'north is the grpat transporta- 
tion building.

After the cold storage fire horror came 
the display of human sympathy for the 
widows and children of its victims. Sub- 
scriptions and offers of substantial help 
came in all day to President Higin- 
botham, who acted as trustee to the re- 
lief fund, and the total amount of the 
subscription fund now amounts to $4,- 
810. Tne banner proposition came by 
letter from Charles T. Yerkes, the street 
railway president and a director of the 
fair. He suggested that the directors 
should designate one day on which all 
the receipts at the gates should be con- 
tributed to the relief fund. President 
Yerkes said he would pay |2,000 for his 
tkkM.

Chicago, July 12.-— The holocaust 
was the i)rincipul subject of discussion 
at the meeting of the national commit- 
tee. Immediately after calling the 
comuiissioners to order, i^esident 
Palmer said: "It seems proper to me 
that the commissioners should take 
some action upon the sad event and al- 
so take some action, if we are not jkjw- 
erless, to prevent a recurrence of things 
of this kind. 1 would suggest that tlie 
cause of the commisBion be emlwdied in 
a resolution that the chief buildings 
which are frequented, or whose roofs 
are being freijuented by the public, 
should be inspected. It is my opinion 
that there are several buildings here 
from which, in case fire takes place, it 
would be impossible to take people off 
the roof in event of chimage to the ele- 
vators. The public will not hold us 
guiltless unless #a doall lA oar power 
to preYfUt it." 

Commissioner Barliour of Michigan 
presented a resolution of respect for the 
memory of thj dead, which was adopted 
by a rising vote. On motion of ('om- 
missioner Mercer of Wvoming a resolu- 
tion was adopted providing for the ap- 
pointment of a special committee of 
four to inspect the buildings as regards 
the safety of human life in case of fire 
nnon the grounds. Mr. Custleman of 
Kentucky presented a resolution, which 
was adopted, directiuK the conmiittk'e on 
buildings and grounds to request the 
Chicago board of fire underwriters to 
report to the national comiuissiou the 
condition of the various buildings.

■.•abinet, which would have iieen f.it.-il 
to his plans. Everybwly recognizes this 
fact, so that much of thr indignation 
reaches over the heads of the ministers 
to the president. 

The members of the cabinet were 
openly taunted in the lobbies of the 
chamber, deputies calling them vice 
ministers, dummies and tools. The 
newspapers are full of violent talk. 
Paul Cassagnac printed one of the most 
terrific denunciations of the government 
which even the hair->iraiiied French 
press ever indulged in. All this is not 
calculate<l to caim the popular iriita- 
tion. Last week's show of firmness was 
creating some wholesome respect for 
authority. This is now changing to 
contempt. The question is how this 
feeling will hnd expression. The Paris 
municipal council, corresponding to tha 
aldermen of American cities, has voiced 
their sentiments again. They were un- 
able, by reason of contracts already 
made, to completely abandon the cele- 
bration of the national holiday on next 
Friday. They voted, however, to isMie 
a manifi.'sto urging the citizens of Paris 
to abstain from celebrating the -birth of 
liberties they do not enjoy.

An Associated Prons dispatoh, taken 
from tlu) Ciiii innati Enquirer, was puh- 
lishLHl yesterday Kivinjj; an account of tho 
trouble at the intornafional ('tuistian 
Endeavor Convention at Montreal on 
Sunday.

One of them represented Krishna, 
who marriod 16,000 wives. Then came 
the first antl-Bome utterance heard at 
MT ci th0 nestings. Said this speaker: 
"lliere is a Mmarkable similarity be- 
tween Romish worship «nd Hindoo wor- 
ship. Romanism is but a new label on 
the old bottle of pasanlsm containing 
tte deadly poison of idolatry. Often the 
Hindoos ask, when seeing the Bomish 
worship, what is the difference between 
Christianity and Hindoolsm?* In India 
we have not only to contend with the 
bvdra-headed monster of idolatry, but 
MSo the octopus of Romanism." 

"There was some applause at this junc- 
ture. The French impcrs dononnced the 
speech in bitter terms, and censured the

The Oovemor Kills the lasolatiea to 
Appoint OommiaaioMra to 



Governor Brown has A-etoed the resolu 
tion passed during the closing days of i 
the Legislature providing for collecting, ' 
codifying, classifying, arran>;ing, index- 
ini; and editing the >;eneral laws of the 
Commonwealth. One of the grounds of 
objection in tliat the committee was given 
the extraordinary |>ower to make svich 
omissions from the acts as should be 
nece>'sary to avoid redundancy, and they 
were not forbidden toalter the text of 
the law s, if in their judgment tiM "meah- 
ing " was not changed. 

The Governor also holds that the ap- 
pointment of the Commissioners from 
the General Assembly is not in keeping 
with the spirit of Section 44 of tlie Con- 
stitution which states that " no Senator 
or Representative shall, during the term 
for which he was elected nor for one year 
thereafter bo appointed or elected to any 
civil office of pront to the Commonwealth, 
which shall liave been created, or the 
emoluments of which shall have been 
increased, during the saidtennaseapt to 
such offices as may be flllea by the elec- 
tion of the people.

That New Comet. 
It is said the new comet resembles a 
fixed star at present. It is moving with 
great rapidity toward the sun. The 
directions for finding it, which mav be 
done about S:30 in the evening, is to draw 
a line perpendicularly from the bowl of 
the great clipper down through two stars 
located near each other, and continue it 
downward about five times the distance 
between the two stars, where the comet 
can readily be distinguished. It is 
thought by astronomers to be an entirelv 
new oomet hence only observations will 
show any facts regarding ita velocity or 
siae. As it is rapidly approaching peri- 
helion it will continue to grow bngnter 
day by day.

A large number of manuscripts were 
received, and the composition unani- 
mously fixed nponaspossessin;; the most 
merit was that of M. Melnri( ti Zoeliner, 
conductor of the famous New Yf'rk 
Ltederkranz.
